Temporary Settlement of the Sash, Door 


and Blind Workers' Strike. 


CHIC \c.o, May X.—The strike of the sash, 


door and blind workers in the lumber dis- 
trict was settle'd temporarily Saturday 
morning in more than half the factories, 
the employer-, grant ing the eight hour day 
nntil Monday when a final answer to the 
demand will lie given. Tlie employers say 
the concession w ill not be e.Utaiied be- 
yond next Vonday unless the eight-hour 
day is insde universal. The offer of eight 
hours and eight hours' pay to the 400 sash, 
door and blind workers on strike at the C. 
J. L. Meyer & Son's company was refused, 
the men saying they would have eight 
hours with n\ne hours' pay or nothing.

cash if he would do so.

Father Aricns finally agreed to the pro- 


position, and told the father he would give 
the child and money to St. Joseph's con- 
vent, at Hartford, i'liis pleased the father, 
who said he and his companion would 
leave the *1,000 at the priest's house the 
next clay, and would accompany him to 
Hartford, where he would in their presence 
pay the1 officials at St. Joseph's convent 
¥1,IH)0 for t he care of the child. Then they 
would leave him, and he would have their 
SI .IWII at his house.

The men then asked the priest t 
produce hi-; money, and Father Alien 
handed the father of the child a roll con 
taining.si.iioo. The father placed this ir 
the box. w i t h the other .Jl.OOO, and askec 
the priest to let ire with him and his com 
pnnion to another room, where they couli 
discuss the child's luture.

GORDON TO THE NEGROES. 


He Addresses a Convention of Colored 


9I«m from DUfereiit .Statvn. 


NEW YORK, May 3.—A Times special 


from Atlanta,, Ga., says: Governor Gor- 
don addressed a convention of representa- 
tive colorpr] men from different states. 
The conve«tion had 
previously passed 


resolutions reciting the injustice done their 
race, and asking the governors and legis- 
latures of the southern states to protect 
them, and expressing their disbelief that 
there is any solution of the race problem 
in emigration. Governor Gordon reviewed 
the legislation since tlie war in order to 
show that the whole purpose of the radical 
party in dealing with the negroes had been 
political and not humanitarian or philan- 
thropic. 


In«ren.yed Kclucution. 


He took up (he statistics which showed 


the real increase in the education of col- 
ored children since the southern white 
people came into power,, and the increase 
of property held by negroes, and then 
asked them if there was a, sensible man 
among them who thought they could do 
better in another country. While he felt 
that it would be- a grave error for the 
colored men, .still if the'y desired.to emi- 
grate he should erect, no barrier, but by 
all means at, his command would facilitate 
their going 
lie did not, wish them to 


leave this country, for he felt au abiding 
assurance that if wise counsel prevailed, 
it wonld be found better for both races 
that, they should remain peaceably in their 
southern homes. 


A Horrible Triple Trapecly. 


QUEBEC, May 3.—Xews reached here of 


the suicide at Spragtieville, N. Y., of Abel 
Bergeron, who swallowed rat poison after 
killing his two young children with the 
same poison. He had elepcd from Eboule- 
ments. Que., with a French Canadian girl 
named Illicit1, who seems to have deserted 
him, for he left a letter, saying: "I have 
nothing now to live for.

What THE REVIEW especially wants to ca 
attention to is the following resolutions 
which were unanimously adopted: 


We, the representatives of the agricul 


tural and labor organizations of the state o 
Illinois, in conference met, express our 
selves in unmistakable terms that ourfutur 
success and welfare must depend on coa 
certed action, and that we recommend to 
the different organizations as their represen 
tatives, that steps should betaken as speed 
ily as possible to accomplish a consolida 
tion or confederation of the same. Our dif 
ferent organizations, in authorized assem 
blies, have passed resolutions declaring the! 
principles and the reforms that they de- 
mand m language that can not be misunder 
stood, and therefore we think it unnecessary 
to reiterate the same at this time, knowing 
that these declarations have gone forth 
tbat they cannot be misunderstood by the 
•intelligent citizens of this great common 
wealth. 


Resolved, That since this organization 


is made up of members of all politica 
parties, each member is expected to be a 
missionary in his own party, that only men 
favorable to onr reasonable demands be 
nominated.foroffices in which they may 
affect our interests as a class. We, as msm 
bers of the different parties, expect to find 
them in tbe ranks from respective parties 
but should we be disappointed, we shall be 
excused if we insist on voting for oui 
triends. We further recommend to oui 
members that they take an active and lead- 
ing part in political primaries and conven- 
tions of all parties, and that they give ex 
pression to their views and wishes in such 
primaries and conventions by Instruction! 
to delegates, and resolutions, unmistakabl< 
in terms upon subjects of political economy 
now before the country. 


Resolved, That the organizations here rep 


resented are in no wise political in a party 
sense, and therefore we recommend that we 
shall make no state nominations as a separ 
ate party, but tbat in legislative, senatoria 
and congressional nominations we demand 
of all candidates that they be publicly 
pledged to maintain tbe principles and de- 
mands herein set forth, and that we wili 
support no candidates not so pledged. 


Resolved, That we demand free and un 


limited coinage of silver; that this country 
needs, and we demand, a circulating medi- 
um commensurate with tbe requireme its ol 
the commercial interests of the producing 
classes, that we farther demand an amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
State i. requiring United States senators to 
be elected by a direct vote of the people; 
that we demand the enactment of a national 
taw, which will prohibit the dealing in 
futures of all agricultural products; tbat we 
are uncompromisingly opposed to tbe prin 
ciple of taxing the many for the benefit of 
the few, and are therefore In favor of a 
graduated income tax. 


We demand that tbe ra'lroad and ware- 


boose commissioners be elected by a direct* 
vote of the people, and that the present 
commissioners be urged to take Immediate 
action on tbe complaints now pending for 
overcharge* on live stock.
